ANN ARBOR — Almost a quar- 
ter of a million fawns are born 
each spring in Michigan in late 
Muy or early June, says Warren 
Chase, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Wildlife Management at 
The University of Michigan. 

“So’explosive’ is the increase 
that the deer popluation will be 
stepped up by approximately one- 
third within a period of a few 
weeks,” he says. “Because of pre- 
dators, accidents and diseases 
about 40 per cent will not sur- 
vive their first summer. even so, 
each year there is a surplus of 
more than 100,000 deer that can 
be. hunted wcmcne nm Ae ow : 

“The fawn’s early life consists 
of quiet resting, waiting for the 
next meal and brushing off in- 
sects. It will get up on its feet 
within one hour after its birth. 
Often it will remain standing for 
about five minutes, take a few 
steps and lie down again. This 
process may be repeated several 
times during the first few hours. 

Generally, within an hour it 


is about 12 hours old it will nurse 
while its mother is standing. Twin 
fawns nearly always nurse at the 


same time. The milk, which. .is\ 44 


very rich, most closely resembles 
that of the reindeer. 

The fawn seldom lies close to 
the mother but she always seems 
to know where she is. The animal 
never makes a sound unless 


caught, molested or lost. Then it]/ 


makes a bleating sound similar to 
a young calf. 

To avoid danger, the fawn lies 
close to the ground and depends 
on protective coloration. When 
hiding, it appears to be a small 
mound ‘spetted: by-sunlight,.It will 
remain still even though a man 
or a dof may pass winthin a few

ards. For the first few days of 
life the fawn appears not to have 
any scent that will give its hiding 
place away.. : 

“The rapidity with which a 
fawn grows out of its awkard in- 
secure condition into its agile, 
graceful strength is a remarkable 
thing,” says Professor Chase. “Its 
high tension springlike muscles 
are under perfect control. So 
quick is the woodland creature 
that when occasionally one must 
be taken for research purposes, it 
takes several men to capture it, 
and the work is very difficult if 
it isn’t taken within the first 
week,
